1. (CuiTently amended) A method of reduction of the visible signs of fine lines on 
the skin in an individual in need thereof, 

said method comprising contacting the skin of said individual with a composition 
comprising at least one ACE inhibitor and/or angiotensin II receptor antagonist, or a 
cosmeceutically acceptable salt thereof, 

thereby reducing the visible signs of fine lines on the slcin^ 

wherem the ACE inliibitor and/or angiotensin II receptor antagonist is selected from the 
group consisting of Alacepril. Delapril, Benazepril. Cilazapril. Captopril. FosinopriK Lisinopril 
Moexipril. Perindopril. Ramipril. Quinapril, Trandolapril, Imidapril. spkapril. temocapril. 
Enalapiil, losartan, valsartan. urbesartan^ candesartan. telmisartan. eprosartan. tasosartan, 
zolarsartan, Zofenapril, Isradipin, Candesartancilexetil. alatriopril. alliopril calcium, ancovenin. 
hydrochloride benazeprilat. benzazepril. benzovlcaptopril. captopril-cysteine. captopriglutatliione. 
ceranapril. ceranopriK ceronapril. cilazaprilat. convcrstatin. delapril-diacid. enalaprilat. enalkiren. 
enapril. epicaptopril. foroxvmithine. fosfenopril. fosenopril. fosenopril soditim, fosinopril 
sodium, fosinoprilat. fosinoprilic acid, glycopril. hemorphin-4.idapril. indolapril, indolaprilat. 
libenzapril, lyciumm A. lyciumui B, mixanpril. moexiprilat. moveltipril. muracein A. muracein

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8. (Previously presented) Hie method according to claim 1, wherein said 
composition comprises at least one angiotensin II receptor antagonist. 

9. (Withdrawn) The method according to claim 1, wherein said ACE inliibitor is 
lisinopril, or a cosraeceutically acceptable salt tliereof. 

10. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein said 
composition comprises at least two ACE inhibitor(s) and/or angiotensin II receptor antagonist(s). 

11. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 1, wherein said ACE 
inhibitor or angiotensm II receptor antagonist is present in said composition in an amount 
between about 0.01-100 mg/lcg, 

12. (Previously presented) The metliod according to claun 1, wherein said 
composition further comprises a cosmeceutically-acceptable topical canier. 

13. (Previously presented) The method accordhig to claim 1, wherein said 
composition is formulated as a cream or lotion. 

14. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 1, wliich comprises 
repeatedly performing said contacting over an extended period of time. 
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15. (Previously presented) Method for the treatment of wrmlding, comprising 
administering an ACE inliibitor and/or angiotensin n receptor antagonist to an individual in need 

thereof 

16. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 15, wherein said skin 
ageing or wrinlding is considered premature as compared to normal wrinlding. 

17. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 15 wherein the ACE 
inliibitor and/or angiotensin II receptor antagonist is selected from the group consisting of 
captopril, enalaprilat and pharmaceutically acceptable salts thereof. 

18. (Previously presented) The metliod according to claim 15, wherein the 
medicament is in a foraiulation for topical administration to tlie skin. 

19. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 15, wherein the 
medicament is administered at least once daily. 

20. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 15, wherein the 
medicament is administered in a concentration equivalent of from 0.01 to 100 mg per kg.

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23. (Previously presented) The cosmetic metliod according to claim 1, wherein said 
ACE inhibitor is captopril, or a cosmeceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

24. (Witlidravra) The cosmetic metliod according to claim 1, wherein said ACE 
inhibitor is enalaprilat, or a cosmeceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

25. (Withdrawn) A composition suitable for application onto skin, consisting of 
captopril and in the range of 10 to 99.9% by weight of dermatologically acceptable carriers, 
wherein the caifiers are anhydrous. 

26. (Witiidrawn) A composition suitable for application onto skin, consisting of 
enalaprilat and in the range of 10 to 99.9% by weight of dennatologically acceptable carriers, 
wherein tlie carriers are anhydrous,

28. (Previously presented) The metliod accordmg to claim 1, wherein the ACE 
inliibitor and/or angiotensin II receptor antagonist is an ACE inliibitor selected from the group 
consisting of quinapril, quinaprilat, trandolaprilat, trandolapril, moexipril, moexiprilat, 
fosinoprilat, fosinopril, benazeprilat, benazepril, enalaprilat, enalapril, captopril, lisinopril, 
raraaprilat, ramapril and cosmeceutically acceptable salts thereof.
